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I lis Honor the 'Lieutenant-Governor 
uot yet having Intimated his intentions 
with respect to bill No. 10, and the 
House being still disposed to refuse con- 
federation to any legislation of vital 
import until this measure 'has been given 
the force and effect of law, yesterday 
proved another sitting of the legislature 
notable only for its dull monotony. 

Indeed the only debate of the entire 
afternoon arose upon Mr. Criltnour'.s mo- 
tion for the return of the proposed 
lease of Deadmau's Island, which the 
motion stated to have been prepared by 
the government and signed by Mr. Lud- 
gate, although it lias never been carried 
into effect. 

Very varied and divergent views of 
tho desirability of the Ludguto bargain 
were expressed by the Vancouver mem- 
bers, while Mr. McBride directed at- 
tention to the alleged division of the 
cabinet on this mutter, which had play- 
ed quite an important part in the West 
Yale by-election, 

Mr. McPhillips .maintained that it was 
strange that tho government had 
sought to take any action in dealing -with 
this islaud, while the matter of owner- 
ship waa before tho courts, and inci- 
dentally took issue with the government 
for having changed counsel at a critical 
period of tho proceedings in the courts, 
through which, it appeared to him, th« 
case of tho province lost effective pre- 
sentation. 

Mr. Curtis seized upon this to renew 
his attaek upon the Attorney-General, 
intimating that as in other matters the 
interests of the province had suffered 
because they came in conllict with the 
interests of the firm of which Hon. Mr. 
'Eberts is a member; after the change 
o£ counsel, the case had been conduct- 
ed in a perfunctory mannor, as in tho 
mining cuse at Rossland, wherein Mr. 
Elliott was succeeded by Mr. Oassidy, 
for the crown, and the client of tho firm 
of Eberts & Taylor won out. 

Mr. Curtis, Mr. Tatlow and 'Mr. Mc- 
Phillps spoke adversely to tho Lud- 
guto bargain, while Mr. GiLmour show- 
ed wherein it would be of considerable 
advantage to Vancouver aud the prov- 
ince. 

In reply to tho challenge of the mem- 
ber for Rossland, Hon. Mr. Eberts ob- 
served that while "there is no way of 
stopping a lying, slandering tongue," he 
could refute each and overy one of tho 
.Rossland member's vile insinuations. 
IHe took Up each of the cases mention- 
ed, and by statements of the simple 
facts, showed how utterly untrue was 
tho assertion that private interests of 
his business firm lutci beeu allowed to 
affect his duty as nttorney-geii»ril. In 
the Headman's Island case, Messrs 
Bodtreii & Huff, who originally had the 
conduct of (ho case, had presented a bill 
for !?2,90tt This tho Deputy Attorney- 
General had chocked down to #2,490, "a 
check for this amount being sent. On 
tin; next appearance of the case, -Messrs. 
(Bodwell & Huff had written, demanding 
a payment of $500 down and so much 
per day thereafter — or they declined to 
have anything more to do with the case. 
Naturally the government resented this 
form of indignity, which amounted to 
little less than a hold-up, and bo had 
been authorized to employ other coun- 
sel, whom the government selected, and 
he retained. 'He thought it was dis- 
tinctly unmanly and unprofessional for 
tho member for Rossland to intimate 
that counsel had not made tho most of 
his case. With respeet to the Dun lop 
case, Hon. Mr. Eberts showed how so 
soon as his linn's interest conflicted with 
tho crown interest herein, the solicitor- 
ship had been changed to Messrs. Bod- 
Well & Huff. In another matter: his 
firm had never held a retainer as stat- 
ed, for the Bouniugton Falls Power Co., 
and he had advised the reference of the 
whole difficulty witli the city of Nelson 
in this matter back to the gold commis- 
sioner at Nelson, by whom it was sat- 
isfactorily disposed of. lie denied each 
and all the charges specifically us to his 
firm being improperly interested in le- 
gal cases in conllict with the interest 
of (he crown or his own in his ollicial 
capacity. 

The return sought by Mr. Gilmour 
was duly ordered, after the Chief Com- 
missioner had explained that there was 
no intention of excluding the draft 
lease referred to from the return al- 
ready made to the House. 

Concerning the other business of the 
day, a summary is sufficient: 

First readings were given the bills of 
IMr. Mel 'Hi il lips, to amend the act re- 
specting animals running at large, etc., 
to amend the Water Clauses Consolida- 
tion Act, and to amend the Companies 
"Winding Up Act. 

Second readings were given the Bills 
of Sale Act Amendment Act (Eberts), 
the Morrissey, Fornie & 'Midway Un 
way bill (E. C. Smith), the Pacific 
Northern & Eastern Railway bill {-El- 
lison), and the British Columbia North- 
ern & 'Mackenzie River Railway bill 
CStnbles), each of which also went 
through the committee stage. 

Mr. Houston also moved the second 
rending of his bill to ' put petroleum 
claims on tho same basis as ordinary 
mineral claims, which was briefly de- 
bated by 'Mr. McBride, the Minister of

Third .readings were given the Vernon 
& Nelson Telephono Company's bill, tho

Act Amendment bill, the bill respecting 
the support of illegitimate children, and 
the Medical Act Amendment bill, while 
^Mr. Green's hill to amend the Coal 
IMines Regulation Act was, by request, 
stricken from the orders. 

A petition presented by Mr. Oliver 
■asks for certain amendments to tho 
Stairway Act. 

In response to questions, the Premier 
stated that no formal or ollicial proposi- 
tion has beeu received touching the con- 
struction of 11 transcontinental line of 
railway. 

fro Mr. Tatlow the Chief Commis- 
sioner said that a petition had been re- 
ceived from engineers and steam users 
of Vancouver, asking for certain amend- 
ments to the Steam Boilers Inspection 
Act, but it . is not tho intention of the 
government to amend! the act this ses- 
sion. 

IMr. E. C. Smith asked for the recom- 
mittal of his bill to incorporate the 
Kooteuny, Cariboo & Pacific railway, In 
order tihat the bonding power might he 
changed from $25,000 to $35,000; the 
recommit tal was allowed, but the House 
declined to authorize the change -suggest- 
ed. 

In respect to the Morrissey, Fernie «fc 
.Michel line, another long discussion oc- 
curred in committee, originating through 
Mr. Smith endeavoring to secure power 
in the act for filie company to operate 
feeding tramways, as contrary to th<i 
wishes of the Railway committee. The 
stand of this uody was very succinctly 
put: by (Mr, Puterson, who mode a good 
impression in his first speeches before 
the House. 

T'ne committee's opinion was sustain- 
ed, aud the supplementary powers re- 
fused. 

Two late reports from the Railway 
committee stated the preamble not 
proved of the Flathead Valley railway, 
while with respect to the Kootcnay 
Central railway, the government was 
recommended to introduce a new bill for 
re-incorporation.

Ottawa, April 27.— Sir William Mil- 
lock in the House today stated that in- 
structions had been sent to the immi- 
gration agents to confine their efforts to.

— In the House of 
Commons today Mr. Asquith (Advanced 
Liberal) former home secretary, moved a 
vote of censure condemning the inaction 
of the government in the Bethesda quar- 
ries industrial dispute, declaring that in 
tin opinion of the 1 louse, the prompt 
intervention of the government was im- 
perative. 

Sir William Vernon Hnrcourt, Liberal, 
pointed out that of 2,280 men, who 
struck three years ago, at the quarries, 
only a few had accepted their employer s 
terms.

Twenty years ago the navy of the 
United States cost that country fifteen 1 
million dollars a year. In 1S05 the sum 
had only risen to twenty million dol- j 
lars. Todny tho navy is costing the 
United States eighty million dollars, or 
a dollar per head of the population per 
annum. A great many people in the 
United States fail to seo why a great 
navy is necessary to the country, and 
indeed there is a very -great difference i 
between the United States and other 
countries, particularly Great Britain j 
and Germany in this respect. In Great 1 
Britain immense expenditures upon the 
navy are purely a matter of self-pro- 
tection. Great Britain is dependent for 
her commercial existence upon foreign 
commerce, and for the actual existence 
of her population upon foreign wheat. 
Her foreign trade can only bo protected 
by means of a navy, and no one in Great 
Britain questions the necessity of main- 
taining n nnvy equivalent to her posi- 
tion, as the paramount maritime power. 
In Germany, on tho other band, com- 
mercial and industrial development was 
encouraged to help to meet the cost of 
military organization. But foreign mar- 
kets have had to be secured to keep up 
industry, and these have brought about 
the complications which make a navy 
of respectable proportions a prime neces- 
sity to Germany.

If 
the preferential tariff is not beneficial to 
Canada, there should bo no preference, 
and it can only be benficinl to Canada 
upon the presumption that tho duties 
upon the kinds of goods imported from 
Great Britain are too high; nnd if they 
are too high for Canada's good, they 
should bo reduced all round, and not as 
against Great Britain only. Do not let 
anyone imagine that we are arguing 
against preferential treatment between 
Canada and Great Britain. We ar« 
merely arguing that the case for it de- 
pends upon the recognition of the fact 
that Canada aud Great Britain are not 
in all respects economically separate and 
competitive countries, ibut have mutual 
economic interests, as well as dynastic 
interests. In a word, inter-Empire trade 
requires fostering nnd encouragement, 
as well as intra-Canndiau trade, and if 
that is to be done by way of tariff dis- 
crimination, it must be done iby applying 
the protective principle to Imperinl trade. 
The question of preferential treatment 
is one raised for the benefit of the Em- 
pire, and only for the benefit of Canada 
as an integral part of the Empire. We 
can never prove to free trade Britain 
that a preferential tariff is to her benefit, 
nor to protectionist Canada that to give 
a preference is to benefit Canada. We 
must have a protectionist Empire apply- 
ing by reciprocal tariff concessions 
among its various parts, protection prin- 
ciples to inter-Empire trade, and in- 
volving in so far ns it does so, tho 
c orollary of protection, free trndo within 
the protected area. Few people hnvo 
any confidence in the present govern- 
ment's ideas upon reciprocity, nnd most 
look forward with positive dread to its 
renewal of negotiations with the United 
States. As to the main contention of 
Mr. Fielding that the tariff should not

TJie council yesterday evening decided 
in favor of calling for competitive 
plans lor the Carnegie Hbrary build- 
ing, Aid. Yates, Cameron, Dinsdale and 
Stewart, ■vvlio uro in. favor of the ap- 
pointment of an architect l>y ballot, be- 
ing unable to win any support to their 
way of thinking. A committee of the 
council will arrange details of the com- 
petition. 

His Worship Mayor Mcuandless pre 
sided, and all the aldermen Vere prcs 
cut. 

Thos. Earle, M. 1'., acknowledged re 
ceipt of resolutions advocating the -nsi 
of fUdi traps. Received and tiled. 

The secretary of tflie Chamber ot 
Commerce, forwarded a resolution re- 
questing the arranging of a joint .meet- 
ing Xor discussion of the question of har- 
bor commissioners. Received and filed, 
the Chamber of Commerce to be inform- 
ed that the council does not intend to 
proceed further with the matter at pres- 
ent. 

A. Maxwell M'ltir wrote as follows: 
Victoria, April 22, 1(XKS. 
CenUemon,— As oue of those who signed 
till) patter suggesting that an architect -be 
selected from among those In the city, to 
prepare plans for the Carnegie library, in- 
stead of having a competition, allow mo 
so say that I did so advisedly. I believe 
that as greiit satisfaction can bo obtained 
by >so doing than by competition. Mr. 
UaM sntoirry can alTonl, probably, to pose 
us opposed to tlUs suggestion, because he 
t.as been more fortunate In his efforts than 
any other man. perhaps, In this country. 
1 have been engaged In my profession for 
ever twenty-live years, have entered many 
competitions, been successful In many, yet 
I am as tlrmly convinced, even more so to- 
day than I was twenty years ago, that the 
bist 'results arc? not obtained in competi- 
tion. It may be, as Is asserted, that all 
nubile ftuHdlngs are erected from compet- 
itive plans, but this does not prove that 
the system Is a satisfactory one. In fact, 
so unsatisfactory tuts It been that serious 
discussions have taken .place In more than 
one architectural association as to tho ad- 
visability of architects taking part In 
Uicm, and many of the most prominent ar- 
chitects In tlds country, 1 might say in the 
world, will not engage In competitions on 
general principles. The general consensus 
of opinion among architects nil over the 
world In that while In principle competi- 
tive work 'is good, yet In practice 1t is not 
so, because: 1st. The results are often- 
times contrary to the actual requirements 
al'mod at. 2nd. The awards are often the 
result of adjudicators' pro-conceived ideas

BOARD OF IIOUTIOULTUHE. 

Stftutory Meeting Deals With Many Mat- 
ters of Importance. 

The statutory meeting of the Hoard of 
mwtlcu'iture took place at the rooms of the 
Department of Agriculture, last week, when 
several matters of Importance to irmt 
growers were taken up. A reported exist- 
ence of the codling nurth at Grand Porks 
was found to be incorrect. The request 
that a bounty for the destruction of blue 
javs should be recommended by ttie board 
was negatived as the evidence was not con- 
sidered sufficiently conclusive. Mr. Scott 
of Salt Spring Island said that he had 
,becu greatly troubled with this pest In bis 
orchard in the past, and the plan that he 
liad adopted, which lie found quite effectu- 
al, was as follows: Cut a potato in two. 
lengthwise, sprinkle ttie cut sides with 
strychnine and score with a knife, so as 
to get the poison to penetrate,, nail, nit 
side up on top of a post out of the way of 
domestic animals. 

The Inspector of Fruit Posts. Mr. Thos. 
Cunningham presented ills report. Large 
quantities of imported apples, pears, peach- 
es and quinces had been condemned, the 
pi-tnclpal cause being on account of Cod- 
ling moth and peachworm. As to Imported 
hirsery stock. Mr. Cunningham said: 

"As all Imported nursery stock must now 
ibe delivered and Inspected ut Vancouver, 
I may say that I and Uiree assistants were 
kept very busy for some two and a half 
months unpacking, inspecting and repacking 
trees and plants. I found many Infected 
threes, more especially those Shipped from 
Eastern nurseries. I Ihnve adopted the 
very rational practice of cremating all dis- 
eased and infected trees." 

Importation of nursery stock has been 
i xteptlomrllv heavy this spring. Up to 
tli-> lOth April we had Inspected over 00,- 
000 trees and shipped them up country. 
As much as three carloads, large furnltur

A FrSHIXG iOONTKEXDEDITPS. 

How One of the Finest Baskets of Trout 
Was Taken Last Sunday. 

There are many good trout streams 
ou Vancouver Island, but of those more 
generally known and listhed, tho Cow- 
ielian river easily takes first place for 
the excellence of the sport afforded, and 
for the beauty of its adjacent scenery. 
Perhaps the prettiest spot on this river 
is the falls, some fifteen miles from 
'Duncans, and about six miles below 
the lake by the auaiu road. These falls 
are in reality very steep rapids, with a 
fall of about fifteen feet, and the river, 
after rushing over them, runs through 
a rocky gorge, over which at low water 
a man can easily jump. Below this 
gorge tho river widens out, forming rap- 
id running and fairly shallow runs, in 
which the trout deligibt to bask, -with 
here and there a deep, still pool, fitting 
home for the lazy monsters who disdain 
to mingle with their smaller brethren.

Successful Meeting of the Newly Elect- 
ed Executive Committee. 

The Executive committee of the Vic- 
toria branch of the Provincial Mining 
Association held a meeting hist night 
with a full attendance of members. Sev- 
eral important mattes bearing on the 
future of the branch were thoroughly 
discussed, and action was taken to pro- 
mote the succfess of the organization. 

A communication was received from 
the executive of the Provincial Associa- 
tion, requesting co-operation in securing 
desired legislation in the way of amend- 
ments and alterations to the various 
acts effecting tho mining industry, nnd 
in response the following gentlemen were 
appointed to net with the legislative 
committee of the Provincial Associa- 
tion: Harold Machin. president; Dr. P. 
J. Jones, vice-president, and H. B. 
Thompson. 

The branch is in immediate need of 
funds, aud all those subscribers who 
have not paid their membership fee arc 
earnestly requested to remit by mail or 
call upon Mr. Joshua Kingham, the 
treasurer, corner Broad street and 
Trounce Alley. 



■Pull details of the Antarctic explora- 
tions—given officially by the master of 
tho ship Discovery, and amplifying the 
briefer reports which were cabled — weto 
given in mail ndvices received' from 
New Zealand. The relief ship Morning 
returned to Lyttleton on March 20, and 
Capt. Concord brought the following of 
tficial report from Capt. Scott of the Dis- 
covery. He said : 

"I regret to report the death by drown- 
ing of J. Vince, AjBvR.'H. With this 
exception all are well. The Discovery 
entered the pack on January 3, 190I5, in 
latitude 07 south, and reached its south- 
ern edge on the Still. 'Cape Adair was 
readied the next day, keeping as close 
as .possible to tho coast line, but delayed 
by a heavy gale and ice olT Coalman 
Island. We reached Wood Bay on the 
18th. The bay was packed and the ex- 
pedition proceeded close to Cape Wash- 
ington and examined the coast line to 
the southward. On the 20th a landing 
was affected in nn excellent harbor in 
latitude 7(1.80 south. The vessel was 
faced by a heavy pack a degree to tho 
southward, and made for Cape C'rozier, 
where a landing was effected on the 
22nd, and a record was deposited. She 
then proceeded' along tho barrier, gener- 
ally within a few cables' length of it, 
examining the edge and sounding repeat- 
edly. In longitude 175 west the barrier 
altered in character and trended to the 
northward with shallow sounding nnd 
high snow slopes rose to extensive heavy 
glacier land with occasional bare pre- 
cipitous rocky. 

"In latitude 77 south, longitude 15-" 
west, fast ice extended nine miles from 
the shore. The expedition followed the 
coast line to latitude TO south, longitude 
152% west. Owing to tho heavy pack 
and the rapid formation of young ice 
the expedition turned on February 1 to 
seek winter quarters in '"Victoria land. 
On February 3rd tho Discovery entered 
an inlet in the barrier in longitude 171 
west. A balloon was raised anil a small 
sledge party sent to examine the sur- 
face of the barrier. Cape Bird was 
rounded on February 8. Erebus and 
Terror are on an island, and the expedi- 
tion found apparently excellent winter 
quarters near the southern extremity at 
Cape Armityge, latitude 77.S-1 south, 
longitude 1">:> west. 

"Tiie expedition next observed the 
coast of Victoria Land, extending to a 
conspicuous cape south at the ship, in 
latitude 7S.40 south, the barrier press-, 
ing up against this. There are soino 
detached islands and "Erebus nnd Terror, 
the Parry mountains not existing, 
but think the mistake of easy explana- 
tion. Living and magnetic huts were 
erected and the expedition prepared for 
wintering. The weather was very boist- 
erous, but ireconnaisancc parties were 
sent out. 

"It was during one of these that 
Vince lost his life on March 11 by fall- 
ing over a high ico cliff into the sea 
during a snowstorm. The remainder of 

I tho .party narrowly escaped a similar 
fate. The ship was finally frozen in on 

i March 24, the temperature rapidly fall- 
ing. The expedition passed n comfort - 

. able winter, the ship being well shelter- 

I ed. and the lowest recorded temperature 

I being 03 degrees below zero. 

j "We commenced sledging on iSeptem- 

I'ber 2nd. During this and the following 
month reconnaisance and depot parties 

I were sent out to the west, southwest 

1 and south. Koyds, Skelton and party 
successfully established a record at 

[(Mount Terror, traveling over the barrier 
under severe sledging conditions, with 
the temperature down to -IS degrees be- 

i low zero. On November 2, Or. Wilson, 
'Lieut. Sheckleford and I, with dogs, left 
for the south and reached land in lati- 
tude 80.30 south, longitude 102 west. 

I Tho party proceeded along the coast to 

I latitude 82.17 south, longitude 103 west. 

!They turned on January 1 and traced 

■ land to the continuation of Victoria, and 
arrived at the ship on February 3rd. 
[Ranges of high mountains continue in 
Victoria Land., approximating the IGOth 
meridian, the foothills much resembling 

j those under the Admiralty rauge. The 

| barrier is presumably allont. It con- 
tinues horizontal and is slowly fed by 
lajid ice. Mountains 1O.CHI0 to 12,000 
feet high were seen in latitude S3 soulli, 
the coast line continuing tc at least 

,83.20 nearly due south. 

"Armityge, Skelton and party ascend- 
ed a glacier on the mainland in face of 

' many difficulties. They found a new 
range of mountains, and gained inland 
ice at a height of 9,000 feet. They 
reached a level, or slightly descending 

i plain with mi unbroken horizon to tho 

' westward. Barnes and party made a 
successful journey to the southwest of 
Koettlitz and Ferra.r made si \ era! less 
extended journeys to examine geological 
and ice formation." 

ifjapt. Scott summarises the scientific 
work done by the scientists in the expe- 
dition as follows : "Hodgson has beeu 
working indefntigably throughout, the 
year, and reports a very rich marine 
fauna, with a large proportion of new 
species. Sen and magnetic observations 
were continued throughout the cruise in 
llioiss Sea. Bernacchi has a complete 
year's record with Eschcnliageu ulstru 
incuts, including term days, also seismo 
graph records and pendulum ohserva 
Lions. Wilson's collection includes skins 
and skeletons of all southern seals, with 
a series of embryos and young of Wod- 
dell seal, and examples of known Au- 
tartic birds, emperor penguins found at 
(Jape Oozier with young in down and 
eggs were procured' and excellent photo- 
graphs of rookery, with a series of skins 

, of young and adults. 

j "Meteorological observations have been 
carefully made throughout, and total 

[ observations mudo during winter 
months. Parrer reports extensive 

I quartz grit accumulations, praetieaQly 
horizontal bedded volcanic rocks in sco- 
chi cones. Lava Hows in frequent pluton 
ic rocks form the basement of mountain^ 
as far as can be seen. Koettlitz has 
pursued his botanical studies as far as 

j possible, and has obtained baeterical cu!- 

I tares from seals, penguius and other 
sources." We have a large collection of 
photographs anil sketches." 

"The Morning was ■sighted on January 
23, but five miles of fust ico still inter- 
vened. The spot in which the Discovery 
lies was cleared of one year's ice enr.y 
in 'February last year, the ice continu- 
ing to break away to four or live miles 

I 'beyond Cape Aruiytyge. The season, is 
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much later, but I hope that the ship 
will eventually be relieved. In the 
meantime I think it advisable that tlw 
iMorning should return if unable to fol- 
low. We are fully prepared for an- 
other winter. I submit that permission 
'be asked to name the new land to the 
eastward of the barrier after His M-i- 
jest. tho King." 

The Discovery, which is making the 
explorations in the Antarctic, left Lon- 
don on August 0, 1001, after being in- 
spected by the King, under command of 
Capt. IS'cott, ttl.X. The officers and men 
were all specially chosen olid some have 
had previous 'experience in Arctic 
travel. The naval officers have entrust- 
ed to them the carrying out of observa- 
tions in magnetism, meteorology and hy- 
drography. The civilian scientific stuff 
includes a physicist, n geologist, a biolo- 
gist, and there are two surgeons, one 
also a botanist and the other a zoologist. 
The full complement of all ranks is- 50. 

In the instructions received by the ex- 
pedition special attention is paid to» the 
Importance of a continuous series of 
magnetic observations to he carried 
round the globe south of the 40th par- 
alell. A magnetic "base station was es- 
tablished at Lyttleton and a second 
within the circle, while to ensure the ac- 
curate working of the magnetic instru- 
ment on shipboard it was arranged that 
no particle of iron or steel should be al- 
lowed within 30 feet. Information of 
the meteorological conditions south of 
latitude 74 is also desired in order to 
ettle tho question as to a supposed anti- 
yelonic area in that region. The Dis- 
overy took provisions lor three years 
nnd is to return this year, if itossible. 
Tho relief ship Morning sailed from 
London on August S). 1903, via Lyttle- 
ton, December 0, and returned there on 
March 20 last.
